DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The Star Route Trial—Rerdell’s Testi­ 
mony Continued. 
W ashington, February 19,b.—Rordell to­ 
day testified that among the papers stolen 
frcm him was a memorandum S. W. Dorsey 
had made, with a tabular statement of the 
number of routeB and the expected increase, 
figured on a baeis of 150 to 250 psr cent. He 
saw Dorsey at a hotel in New York. Dorsey 
was greatly excited, and charged witness 
with being a traitor, and of holding inter­ 
views wita James and Ma:Yeagh. Witness 
also got excited and left. He went to Jersey 
City, and thence telegraphed Dorsey: “ The 
affidavit story is a lie. Confidence between 
us is gone, I resign my position, and will 
turn over everything to any ote you may 
designate.” Dorsey seDt a letter and 
two telegrams in response, Baying he did 
not believe the stories about witness, 
and besought him to retain his position, 
and in the naqge of his wife and children not 
to go back on him for Goo’s sake ; to recon­ 
sider anything he may have done, and take 
no further steps until Dorsey saw him. Dor­ 
sey had charged witness with making an affi­ 
davit against him before AjacVeagh and 
James. Witness told Dorsey that AlacVeagh 
said if Dorsey would make a full open story 
of the pcsta! frauds, MacVeagh would not 
even use him as a Government witness 
against anybody else. Dorsey invited wit­ 
ness to his residence, and asked if ha wanted 
to ruin him. Dorsey asked how ho could get 
out of tho trouble. WitneeB promised to do 
anything possible to help him except com­ 
mit perju-y. Dorsey said : “ Damn it, what 
does that amount to among friends ? What is 
at stake ? I’ve been your friend for long 
yearp. I took you from the District Govern­ 
ment when I knew you would be discharged 
aa soon as I went out of office. 
I’ll be your friend from now cn. For God’s 
pake don’t ruin me and my children. It would 
be death to my wife.” fVVitnees became much 
affected, and tears came to bis eyes, and his 
voice was low and broken. ] I promised to do 
all possible, and made an affidavit denying 
everything I had told MacVeagh. I drew up 
a statement denying what I said to Mac- 
Veagb, and Dorsey added to it and struck 
from it. This paper was stolon from my desk 
with the othera. Dorsey took the affidavit, 
and that was the last witnese saw of it. In- 
gersoll cams up stairs about this time. Dor­ 
sey inserted many statements cerogatory to 
the Attorney-General. 
Ir gerfoii objected to the examination rela­ 
tive to this affidavit. 
Meiricksaid the affidavi; had been wrung 
from lierdeil by Dorsey’s tears and eobs. He 
demanded of the Court the privilege of a 
cross-examination, to shew up the entire 
truth—to show how witness was willing to 
lay bare his entire knowledge of the subject, 
and the Court could not refuse this request. 
If the Court said it would not hear counsel 
on the other side of the proposition, Morrick 
declared that if a dafendant manufactured 
lies, and it was proved, then it was proof of 
his guilt. That paper was evidence of Dor­ 
sey’s guilt. If it was false, witness swore to 
it, and S. W. Dorsey suborned perjury. 
IngerBoll, in reply, said the only proof that 
DorBey wrote the statement had been given 
by this witness, aud he swore exactly the 
other way on a formor occasion. This could 
not be done in any Court in the world. Inger- 
soll made the point that as the Court has 
entertained the teitimony of James and Mac­ 
Veagh, only as against Kerdell, and as he had 
pleaded guilty, it was no longer properly be­ 
fore the jury. 
The Court replied that perhaps that view 
of the case would prevent the defense from 
cross-examining upon that piper. 
Ingereoll and Davidge disclaimed any in­ 
tention of so doing. 
The Court continued, and said it saw no 
objection to the prosecution asking witness 
to explain an apparently contradictory state­ 
ment. It was necessary for them to wait 
until the other side brought it out. 
Thi examination then proceeded, 
TEBR1FIED STAB R0UTEB8. 
W ashington, February 19;h—The devel­ 
opments of the past few days have terrified 
the star routers. Among the latest rumors 
is one that Brady and Dorsey are making 
preparations to get away from Washington. 
Warning has been given the Government 
connsel that another effort will be made to 
fix some of the jury, as the defendants have 
come to the conclusion that this is their 
only hope of salvation. The ex-detectives 
who have lost their positions since the star 
route trial began hover about the city all 
day, and hold intercourse with a number of 
suspicious characters. Turner is subjected 
to surveillance by agents of the Government, 
and every movement is strictly chronicled 
and faithfully reported to the proper author­ 
ities. It has also been ascertained that 
Brady has converted sll his property into 
cash, and the last transaction rüt‘e"á him 
about §120,000, which he has put aside fur 
use in ease an emeigtncy 3hould arise. All 
the morements of the principals will here­ 
after bo carefully looked afee-, and it is 
doubtful if they can get away undisturbed. 
The rouiicrous Senator aud His P ar 
riage. 
W ashington, February 19 ib.—“ Now, 
lcok at me—old as the hills and pretty nearly- 
as big as one. What do I want to get mar­ 
ried for.” This remark is attributed to David 
Davis. A gentleman who is very intimate 
with Judge Davis says aa to the repeated de­ 
nials, the real truth is that the Judge is nat­ 
urally very reticent about bis private affairs, 
and has not yet notified any one outside of 
his family of his approaching marriage. The 
fact, however, of the marriage is now un­ 
questioned. .Judge Davis will g® to North 
Carolina immediately after the adjournment 
of the Senate, and marry Miss A. E. Burr, 
who lives near Fayetteville, in that State. 
The wedding will be a private one, and after 
the ceremony the newly-married pair will go 
to California for several weeks’ visit. 
Coburn and Sullivan. 
N ew Y ork, February 19;h.—A reporter 
saw Coburn last night. He said : “ I don’t 
want to fight anybody, and I don’t want to 
do anything contrary to law; bnt I don’t 
propose to have Sullivan talking cf mo in the 
way he is doing. It is my opinion that for 
ten years to come I will be too good a man 
for Sullivan to whip, and there are plenty cf 
men who will back me against him fcr any 
amount. I think I couldshow him how little 
ho knows about scientific fighting, and 
whether ‘ we old nng ’ know anything about 
it or not. As the law is now, there doesn’t 
reem to be aoy possibility of posting a chal­ 
lenge here, and I had thought my fighting 
days were over, bnt I can’t stand the crowing 
of this youngster.” 
A later dispatch FajB that Coturn is ready 
to fight Sullivan with or without gloves, in a 
room or in a ring, for §5,000 or §10,000 a side.

The Illinois Mining Disaster. 
B baidw ood (III.), Febiujry 19ih.—The 
work of rescuing the bodiss of the buri?d 
miners has assumed <a more bnúaess-like 
manner. Three companies of workmen have 
been formed, consisting of sixty men. Each 
company has a foreman, and work eight 
hours day and night. Tramways have 
been built to haul dirt to tho dam. At 10 
o’clock this morning the dam was completed, 
and pumping was commenced with two 
pumps qr.d a box lowered and raised on a 
cage. The box has a capacity of five barrels. 
At 6 p. m, the water was lowered five feet in 
the main shaft. Tho disaster created 34 
widows and 90 orphans. 
Wreck or Freight Trains. 
W heeling (W. Va.)„ February 19-h —This 
morning two heavy freight trains collided on 
the Central Ohio division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad, in Franklin tunnel, seven 
miles west of Bellaire. Both engines jumped 
the track, the tenders and the c »rs piling on 
top, smashing the iron of the tunnel, letting 
down the loose rock and completely wedging 
the tunnel np. Engineer Rutherford of the 
east-bound train was buried beneath the 
wreck and killed, and fireman Hines was 
scalded to death. John Graham, brakeman, 
had his hip smashed and was internally in­ 
jured. His recovery is doubtful. The en­ 
gineer and fireman of the vest-bound train 
jumped, receiving but slight injuries. The 
eastern train was loaded with shelled corn in 
bulk, the western with coffee, rice, sugar, 
patent medicines, etc. The cars are all 
broken and the contents scattered. 
The 
blame is laid on the telegraph operator. 
The Coster Massacre. 
M iles City (Mont.), February 19.h.— 
General James S. Brisbin lectured at Bil­ 
lings Saturday night. In the course of his 
lecture he referred to the Custer massacre, 
and said if General Custer bad obeyed his 


instructions from General Terry, it was prob­ 
able that he and his command would be liv­ 
ing to-day. The death of Custer and his 
men was a useless and unnecessary sacrifice, 
brought on bv Cu-ter’s desire for glory and 
promotion. He read from documents to prove 
his position, and exonerated Rena from all 
blame in the battle of Little Big Horn. As 
General Brisbin was the next cavalry officer 
in rank to Custer, and succeeded Custer 
when he fell, his remarks produced a great 
sensation. The Flooded Districts. 
M emphis ( Tenn.), February 19ih.—The 
river marks 33 feet 4 inches—8 inches below 
the danger line. The water is flooding the 
country in the interior through the old breaks 
in the levee at Bali’s landing, 85 miles below 
Memphis, and at Friar’s Point, Mi-s. 
V icksbdrg (Mis3 ), February 19tb.—The 
Illawarra levee, fifty miles above, on the 
Louisiana side, broke last night, and 300 feet 
has gone. The water is going through rap­ 
idly, about three feet deep. The point where 
the levee broke is new work.

W illiam spo rt (Pa), February 19 b.— 
Three canal aqueducts are under water, and 
two of them are broken. The inhabitants 
are still moving away. 
Chicago, February 19.h.—The Iroquois 
river, from the Indiana line to Kankakee, is 
a vaBt lake. All the public buildings at 
Watieka, IU., are fiUed with refugees fed by 
generous citizens. 
C incinnati, February 19 h.—As the floods 
recede, gangs of men proceed to clean the 
street?, and the houses of business men, in 
preparing to fill delayed orders, are giving 
employment to everybody. 
A special from Murat Halsted to the New 
York World says Cincinnati will come out of 
the flood in gcod form, with no element of 
her vitality impaired, and will enter upon a 
prosperous spring business in spite of any­ 
thing Congress may do or leave undone. 
L ouisville, February 19:h.—The river 
continues to recede slowly. There are 42 feet 
Cinches of water at the head of the canal, 
aarf C8 feet in the channel at the foot cf the 
falls. The weather is clear and cool. . 
C airo, February 19;h.—The river at this 
place is 49 feot 8 inches and rising three- 
fourth of an iEch per hour.

Iu the House the Bundry civil bill was re­ 
nted, and referred to Committee of the 
hole. It will be called up to-morrow. The 
tariff bill was then considered, 
A Long Session or Ike Senate. 
W ashington, February 20.h—1 a. m — 
The Senate is still in session, with the inten­ 
tion of sitting out the tariff hill to-night. The 
success of this movement is problematical.

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FOREIGN SEW S. 
The Pheralx Park Murders. 
D ublin, February 19;h.—The hearing o 
the prisoners charged with conspiracy to 
murder Government officials was resumed to­ 
day. All tho prisoners were sgain placed iu 
the dock, amid hisses. The prisoners shouted, 
“ The futuro Lord Mayor Carey !” The lat­ 
ter shock his head menacingly at his former 
comrades, and his examination was then re­ 
sumed. He spoke mere confidently than he 
did Saturday, and replied to the cross-ques­ 
tions of counsel sharply and teBtily. He de­ 
posed, amid hisses by the prisoners, that he 
belonged to the Feuiar s, but not to the Su­ 
preme Council. The object of the Feniar.s 
was to separate Ireland from England, the 
former country being then harassed by coer­ 
cion. He had no idea that Lord Cavendish 
was to be murdered when Burke was attacked. 
He was stupefied when he heard of the former 
being murdered. 
When cross-examined, 
Carey said he gave th9 information regarding 
the murder two days ago. He had decided 
to give the evidence directly af'er he was ar­ 
rested, thougu he did not do so until Thurs­ 
day. Carey, examined by Murphy, Crown 
counsel, said that after the publication of the 
article in the Freeman's Journal, stating that 
all the officials were to be removed from the 
Csstle, the murder of Burke was decided 
upon. 
D ublin, February 19tb.—Twenty-ono of 
the prisoners have beeu committed for trial 
to answer a charge of murdering Lord Caven­ 
dish and Burke. Joseph Smith has turned 
informer. Batriek Whelan has been liberated 
on bail. 
. London, February 19tb.—It is believed 
that the man referred to by Carey as “ No. 
1 ” is coLceakd in London, but under 
police espionage. He reached here forty-eight 
hours ago. 
D ublin, February 19th.—If tho inquiry 
ends to-day, the prisoners will be tried before 
a special commission of three Judge?. Spe­ 
cial arrangements are making for the trial. 
Carey said he didn’t sea Gíeorge Smith in 
Phreiix Park on the 5th or 6th of .May. Joe 
Smith pointed oat Burke. Pat. Whalen was 
not in the dock tc-day. Carey corrected his 
deposition in several particulars, and said of 
Mr?. Byrne that he bad only been told that 
she was the wife of Frank Byrne. He also 
corrected his statement that James Moffett 
was with him when he and Curly mot 
“ N®. 1.” 
The prisoners’ counsel objected to the alle­ 
gations, saying they were an afterthought. 
The magistrate allowed the objections. 
Marines are guarding Mrs. Carey’s hense. 
It is believed that she urged Carey to give 
his evidence. 
D ublin, February 19th.—As Carey passed 
the dock, James Mullet struck at him, and 
succeeded in touching his head. Carey turned 
to expostulate, but was pushed to the witness 
table by a detective. After the prisoners had 
been committed, the Crown counsel stated 
that Joseph Smith would be examined at the 
trial.The article in the Freeman's Journal, re­ 
ferred to by Carey iu his testimony to-day, 
spoke of the desirability of a thorough change 
of officials at the Castle, which wa3 an áugean 
stable. 
Carey left the Court at tho door farthest 
from the dock. He Identified Thomas Cof- 
frey as the fourth man on the car contain­ 
ing the murdererB when it was driven 
from the park. Carey produced tho 


copy of the Freeman’s Journal, to con­ 
firm his statement in regard to the de­ 
termination of the conspirators to murder 
Burke. This action created a ,ensatioD. 
It is expected that the prisoners will be 
tried in March. 
Murpby states that he 
hoped to be able to produce the men known 
as “ No. 1.” 
The prisoners were remanded for formal 
committal to-merrow. 
Murphy, Crown counsel, after the commit­ 
tal of the prisonere, said it was with great 
reluctance that the Crown had accepted the 
evidence of the prisoner, who might have 
been the director and instigator of the 
tragedy. It had been done, however, in the 
interest of public safety and public Lood. 
He trusted that the executive had thereby ob­ 
tained power t<i perfectly penetrate this fear­ 
ful organization, and hoped to make amen­ 
able to justice the plotters as well as the 
perpetrators of the murder. 
Dublin, February 19th.—The prisoners 
committed for trial include all that were un­ 
der examination except Whelan. |Tho pub- 
lio, which pressed into the Court, joined in 
hissing Carey. The only remarkable feature, 
sr far, has been the callousness of Carey while 
under examination. After the taking of 
Carey’s deposition, a man named Neal de­ 
posed to seeing Carey in the park on the day 
of the murder, and he identified Fitzharris 
and the driver. A laborer named Murray 
gave similar evidence. The four occupants 
of the car u-:ed by the assassins were then 
placad in front of the dock for identification 
by Gadden, the park ranger. 
D ublin, February 19th.—The Freeman's 
Journal says: The mystery of the Pfcienix 
Park murders is only half unfolded. We 
most have the denouement before expressing 
a verdict. The prospect now is that the myE- 
tery will be sounded to the very bottom. 
“ Number 1,” if he exists, will find his way 
to the gallow?, which is the prayer of every 
honest man.House of Commons. 
London, February 19th.—In the House 
this afternoon Sir Herbert Maxweli (Conser­ 
vative) asked whether P. S. Sheridan, al­ 
luded to by Carey in hi3 testimony Saturday, 
was the man who was connected with the 
Kilmainhaw treaty negotiations. Trevelyan, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, answered 
“ yes.” Lord Randolph Churchill gave no­ 
tice, on behalf of tn6 Government, that iu 
view of the confession of the assassins in Ire­ 
land, he would move an amendment to the 
address iu answer to the speech from the 
throne, and no further concessions would be 
mude to lawless agitation.

It is stated 
that he confessed to Dr, Blach that he was 
short in his accounts—had betrayed the trust 
of his employers and could not survive dis­ 
grace. One of his intimate friends stated 
that the lady who was with him in prison 
was his sister, and not any voung lady to 
whom he was engaged.

d istan t forever, as the leading papers are 


about equally d ivid ed as to the true policy 


to b e pursued, are equally hot-tem pered 
and dislike each other w ith equal fervor.

Letters 'rom «General Manager Towne— 
l<ow Rules Introduced—Com­ 
plaints Heard—Etc.

S a n F r a n c is c o , February -19th.—Th9 R ail­ 
road Commissioners m et ihia morning.

full Board was present, &nd Chairman Car­ 
penter presided. 
The m inutes of the last 
meeting of the Board were read and approved. 
A letter was received from W . S. Friereon, 
contaicicg several suggestion?. 
Am ong other 
things it was thought that the railroad com­ 
panies ought .to supply lamp-poefcs, aud keep 
burning lamps for the convenience of passen­ 
gers who are obliged to change, cars after 
dark ; and it was also claimed that there was 
a lack of proper care shown to second -class 
passengers. 
Mr. Foote read a letter from a correspond­ 
ent at Gilroy, giving instances cf extortion 
on the part of t e railioad company, espe­ 
cially on the freight tariff for erackei?, 
bacon, tobacco and whitky. 
Bacon, he said, 
was sold at 40 cents per pound and lard for 20 
cents. 
Mr. Foote also read a letter from .T. 
Samuel, of Concord, who said be sent 30 
sacks of wheat from M ariinez to Lus A rge­ 
les ; that his brother at the latter point was 
obliged to pay $41 freight —more than the 
value of the w h eat; that in return his brother 
sent 6,200 pounds of corn to San Francisco, 
an ! the consignm ent was ¿hipped from thecce 
to Pacheco, tn d that the total charges on the 
corn delivered at Pacheco was only $19—lets 
than half the amount charged for a less 
amount of freight bv rail. 
T. H . Goldm an. General Passenger A gent 
of the Central Pacific Railroad, appeared, 
and in the absence of General Manager 
Towne, on account of íIIucbs, read letters 
prepared by the latter, and stated that others 
were under preparation, 
The first letter wa3 
as follow s: 
S an F rancisco, February 1 0 ,1SS3. 
Honorable B )ard Railroad Commissioners—Gen­ 
tlemen : However much you may feel chagrined to 
hear that m isrepresentation has been made, either 
maliciously, ignorantly or carelessly—mere thau 
likely the latter—re ative to “ the claim th at the 
roa I is oppressing” the people m the vioiDity o? 
Bakersfield, I am sure that you will be glad to know 
the facta as I am able to give then), aud perm it me 
to correct the false impressiou th at seems to prevail 
in regard to this m atter. 
So successfully were these stories coined and cir­ 
culated in their gr.Fs m isn presentation?, th at your 
predecessors, who gave the m atter much thought 
and attention, were at first seemingly more or Its* 
iiiflueu,*ed by tho vain and frivolous accusations. 
If you were to cxunine carefully into the spirit of 
them , I thiuk you would find them to be of. a gen­ 
eral nature, so common to many of those who 
are expected to pay for the railroad services they 
enjoy. 
TLeee can only be m et by general denial, but all 
specific cases we will endeavor to m eet anil satis­ 
factorily answer, so as to m aterially modify the 
opinions formed from hearing ex parte statem ents. 
I ' is charged th at the people “ are not raising ar­ 
ticles th at are transported by the railroad, bu t turn 
their attention to stock, and things th at can be 
driven to m arket.” 
FIGURES FOR THE CALENDAR YEAR. 
For the ca’endar year of 1882 I find th at thore 
were 2,980,000 pounds of cattle shipped to common 
points from Sum ner (one mile fiom Bakersfield), at 
an average rate of 1.68 cents per ton per mile. 
There were 3,700,000 pounds sheep and 3,100,000 
pounds hogs, at an average rate of 1.40 cents per 
ton per mile. 
H tre we have in these three items alone 9,S40,G00 
pounds which were not “ driven to m arket,” nor 
“ sold to people to drive,” as is alleged. 
Referíing to the article of hay, you say it cm be 
raised a good deal cheaper there (Kern county) than 
it can in Alameda county, because they cm get four 
or five crops of alfalfa and raise several tons on each 
acre. Thi9 is all very true. 
And further, you ask 
if it would n t be a more profitable crop if they were 
able to ship it to m arket at cheaper rates and com­ 
pete with those other places th at they cannot now 
compete with. 
A* a m atter of fact, they are able to compete with 
other places, as will be shown from the shipm ents 
from this one station alone. 


SH IPM EN TS OF HAY. 
Sum ner is the third principal hay-shipping point 
in California, and there were shipped from th -t sta­ 
tion during 1882 3 810 000 pounds. 
There was also shipped 708,000 pounds flour, 
1,423,700 pounds wool, together w ith 5,f 50 000 
pounds grain, the latter at an average rate of f l 62 
per ton per mile. 
Thus you will see in these few item s alone there 
was a grand total of 21,397,700 pounds. 
KERN COUNTY. 
Referring to the few' large landholders In that 
county having taken the water from Kern river, 
and made th at county very fruitful, who, as you 
saj, have very much increased its value, and who 
pay, perhaps, one-third of the taxes of th at county, 
perm it me, in this connection, to state th at the as­ 
sessed value of all property in Keru county for the 
year 1880 was $3 858,SSi ; of this §2,037,201 39 is 
assessed on our railroad property, or at the rate of 
34 SO per cent, of the whole. 
It is a well known fact th at railroads do very much 
to equalize the value of lands for a¿ricultural pur­ 
poses, and although it would seem hardij possible 
for them to placo land' in th at vicin¿ty—314 miles 
removed from this tfomtncrcial «--enter—on a footing 
for agricultural purposes with those contiguous to 
the Bay of San 1 rancisco and Sau Pablo, from which 
rates of transportation on the product to m arket 
are nominal, yet it is done when we take into con­ 
sideration .the value of these lands around those 
bays, and the cost of those of Kern county occu­ 
pied by the “ certain capitalists” referred to, and 
who, as vou state, “ do not claim to be benefited by 
the rt*ad at all.” 
LANDS NEAR SAN PABLO. 
Take, f<.r example, the lands near San Pablo Sta­ 
tion cultivated f .r grain, in plain sight of the city, 
which arc wurth, I am informed bv these familiar 
wi’h land in th at neighborhood, -Y2SO per acre. 
The dt9tanc-i to Sm Fraucisco is eighteen miles by 
tail, and the freight per ton is fifty cents, or 2 8 
c e n t s per ton per mile. Allowing sixteen centals of 
grain per acre as the average yield, at.d 81 2 i per 
cental, the return is $20. 
. 
Deducting 50 cents p r ton to San Francisco, the 
result is $10 00 per t.cre, or something less than S 
per cent, on the capital invested. 
On the other hand, much of the land in Kern 
county was purchased at ¿3 50, but, to be liberal, 
call k $i, per acre. 
Add to this the expense of in­ 
troducing water -say $10—and we have a total cost 
of the land, saw $'4 per acre. 
The diatauce to the nearest tide-water, Port Costa, 
is 282 miles. 
• Grain rate from Snm ncrto Port Costa is $4 40 per 
tun, or l$c per ton p erm le. 


COST OF PRODUCTION. 
Assuming the cost of production to be the some 
in both places, and adopting the - ame yield, namely, 
16 centals, and freight to Port Costa at $4 40 per 
ton, it leaves a return of $16 43 par acre, or over 
117 per cent, on the original investm ent. 
* 
In other words, capital invested in grain land in 
Kern county, 314 miles from San Francisco, and 232 
miles from* Port Cost», the nearest tide-water, 
yields 109 per cent, more thau lauds bordering on 
the bay of San Francieco. 


T H E R A T E C N G R A IN . 
The rate on grain from Sumner t> Port Cos a is 
1J cents per ton per m ile; from San Pablo to San 
F ran ciso it is 2.08 cents, th at from Sumner being 
nearly 50 per cent, less per ton per inile than the 
rate from San Tablo, where the railroad comes into 
competition with water transportation.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Street im provem ent B ill in th e Senate— 
The A pportionm ent B ill in th e Assem­ 
b ly -D em o cratic W ar Paint. 
The proceedings in the Legislatuie yesterday were 
mainly cmfined to the apportionment b li in the 
Assembly and the street improvement bill in the 
Senate. 
The Senate met at 1:30 o’clock p. m., Lieutenant- 
Governor Daggett in the chair. 
Ryan introduced a concurrent resolution request­ 
ing our Representatives and instructing our Sena­ 
tors |in Congress to prucure the appointment of 
Firbt Lieutenant W. J. Keed aa Captain aud Assist­ 
ant Quartermaster in the army of the United Sutca 
the fir«t time a v cm cj occurs. 
The apportionment billa w¿re passed on file for 
one day. 
The Senate then took up and read a second time 
Vrooman’s S. B. 50, to provide for the improvement 
of streets, lanes, alleys, courts, placts aad side­ 
walks and the construction cf sewers within munici­ 
palities 
Tbe^U fiieration of the biil occupied the 
greater portion cf the afternoon, various committee 
amendments being aJopted. So little interest was 
taken in the bill outside of a few S2nat rs that fre 
quently there was not a quorum present. The bill 
was finally ordered engrossed. 
Vrooman presented a minority report from the 
Committee on Corporations, signed by himself, op 
posing the passage of S. B. 151, relative to unclaimed 
bank dividends. The report is long and embraces 
an exhaustive argument ujK>n the policy of the class 
of legislation proposed by the bill. 
He takes the 
ground “ chit the savings banks’ business is a private 
enterprise, receiving no aid nor subsidies, nor sp> 
cial privileges of any kind whatever from the State, 
and the Legislature has no right to attempt to i i- 
terfere with or regulate such private enterprise es­ 
tablished and supported entirely by private capital, 
except iu cases where it appears that there are great 
abuses existing, which cannot be remedied except 
[ ’ the ^rislAtqre. No showing was made before 
the committee that ¡.here Í3 any existing evil which 
will be remedied by the proposed bill, or that there 
was or is any reason whatever why it should become 
a law. 
In other States, where this sort of meddle­ 
some legislation concerning savings institutions has 
been 
attempted, such 
legislation ha3 always 
proved detrimental to such institutions and the 
patrons thereof, and generally unsatisfactory to all 
concirned. 3 he very name of the institution, ‘ Sav­ 
ings Bank,’ indicates that such institutions are not 
only the depositories of savings, but they are the 
depositories for savings. 
Deposits are put there to 
to be saved, not spent.” 
'Ihe report argues at 
length against the policy of the class of legislation 
which interferes with private enterprises, quoting 
from various authorities in support of_ his position. 
Cross introduced a bill to enable women to vote 
at all elections for school officers, and upon all mat­ 
ters pertaining to school®, and to qualify them to 
hold educational offices. 
Kellogg, from the Committee on Elections, re­ 
ported back to the ¡señale the original papers and 
documents in the contested election case of Brooks 
vs. Steele, the same having been printed. 
Kelly of Solano, from the Committee on Claims, 
presented two reports upou the bill to pay the 
claims of the memDers and attaches of the Constitu­ 
tional Convention. Kelly of Solai.o and Reddy favor 
the passage ot the bill, and Fruzer, Harrigau and 
Langford oppose it. 
Kelly of Solano also introduced a bill for the re­ 
lief of the fisheries of the State. 
# 
Various committees made reports. 
McJlure’sS. B. 223, to provide for the submission 
of proposed amendments to the Constitution of the 
State, was read a second time and ordered en­ 
grossed. 
At 5:40 r. m. the Senate adjourned. 
The Aseembly met at 10 a. m. Speaker LaBue in 
the cliair. 
The Committees on Ways and Mean3, Corpora­ 
tions and Education made reports. 
Tbe following bills were introduced ; By Murdock, 
to enable women to vote for school officers and in 
matters pertaining solely to the management of 
ichools, and to qualify them to hold all educational 
offices; by Wharton, to prevent the spreading of 
contagious diseases among sheep, and to enable the 
Boards of Supervisors of the various counties of this 
State to call special elections and issue bonds to 
buil 1 public bridj.es ; by Hall, to impose a tax on 
the net receipts of accidental insurarcj companies 
not incorporated unacr the laws of this State; by 
Townsend, relating to inmates of insane asylums*; 
bv Bowers, authorizing the State Treasurer to re­ 
fund and pay over certain moneys received from the 
sale of certain State lands; by Plfiver, appropriat­ 
ing §15,000 for repiiring the State Capitol; by Ker- 
riek, relative to reclamation districts ; and by John­ 
ston, appropriating money to erect buildings and 
improvements for the Napa asylum for the insane. 
The Assembly then resumed consideration of the 
apportionment bill, and Cutter renewed bis efforts 
to have Sutter county made an Assembly district, 
by taking one from the representation of Sacramento 
for that purpose. 
Ryan and Do’y both spoke against the reduction 
of the representation of Sacramento eounty. 
Irwin and Hamilton took sides with Cutter, and 
argued that each county should have an Assembly­ 
man 
La Rue called the Speaker pro tcm to the chair, 
aud tojk the floor against Cutter’s amendment. 
He 
urged that Yuba and Sutter counties had identical 
interests, and their county seats were ouly sepa­ 
rated by the Feather river. Those two counties 
ought tobe conso idated and ruu under one county 
government, thus saving a great deal of expense. 
He was not opposed to Sutter county having a rep 
lesentative, but he objected to its being taken from 
Sacramento count}. 
Cutier urged the reduction cf the representation 
from Sacrameuto county on the ground that the lo­ 
cation of the State Capitol hero gave Sacramento a 
great advantage. She really did not need any rep 
rcsentative at all. 
Ryan reviewed the whole sul ject, and iusisted 
that Y’uba and .Sutter counties were fairly dealt 
with by the bill, which gave them an A«6emblyman 
jointly. 
That was all their population entitled 
them to. 
Granger eaid th \t as Y’uba and Sutter were grad­ 
ually losing tiieir population, it would be unjust to 
give Sutter a f-eparate representative. 
Caminetti favored Cutter’s amendment. 
Fljmn advocated the passage of the bill without 
amendment, believing that it would meet the ap­ 
proval of the people of the State without reference 
to party. 
The amendment was lo;t by a vote of 30 ayes to 
32 noes. 
Cutter then moved that Yuba county constitute an 
Assembly District. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 29 ayes to 3fi 
noes. 
That portion of the bill giving Suiter and Yuba a 
joint Assemblyman was adopted by a vote of 29 
ayes to 25 noes. 
Cutter then moved to amend so as to make the 
Assen bly Districts of Sacrament) county identical 
with the Senatorial Districts. In au excited speeen 
he assailed the Democraric members for giving Sac­ 
rameuto county two Senators and three Assembly­ 
men, and cutting iff Sutter county. The fo mer 
was a Republican county, and tbe latter a Dem­ 
ocratic county. He was opposed to cutting off a 
Democratic county and giving a Republican county 
more than it was entitled lo. 
Nicol and Farley - poke in favor of giving Sutter 
a representative. 
La Rue spoke again in behalf of Sacramento 
county, not as a Democrat, but as a citizen of Sac­ 
ramento county. 
Caminetti hoped that the 1 >ernocrats had back­ 
bone enough to stand up and reduce the representa­ 
tion of Sacramento county. 
Flyun said he was here ai a rr presontative of the 
people. 
He was in favo: of doing justic» to all, ir­ 
respective of po iti al ends. Give Republican cis- 
triets what justly belongs to them. 
Was not in 
favor of taking a member from a Republican 
county. No man who stands on this floor and says 
he votes and acts in the interest of the Democratic 
party properly represents his district, and certainly 
cannot imtke a good legislator. 
Bibb said he was a Democra\ and wanted this 
House to stand up for Democratic principles. He 
wanted to take from Republican districts aud give 
to Democratic districts. At the close of his remarks 
he propounded a conundrum which is : ot suscept­ 
ible of an answer—“ What arc we here for. Mr. 
Speaker r” 
. 
YeH offered an amendmnt making the First and 
Third Wards of Sacramento an Assembly District, 
the Second and Fourth Wards another, and the 
county outside of Sacramento city another. 
In supi»ort of his motion he made a very eloquent 
and interesting speech, 
lie was surprised at the 
spirit manifested by members cf the Democratic 
party iu the Assembly. They seemed to repiesent 
political interests more than the interests of the 
State. 
Ue claimed to be as loyal to the Democratic 
party as any member upon the floor, but he did not 
come here to apportion the State in the interest of 
the Democratic party. If his amendment was re­ 
jected 9,000 of the people of Sacramento county 
would be denied representation. 
He washed his 
hands of any such injustice. 
He wanted to do 
equal justice to all, irrespective of party. 
The 
action which was urged by some of the members 
would cut bo’h ways and would cast a stigma upon 
the Democratic p^rtv. 
Pending consideration of the amendment the As­ 
sembly took a rec- sa. 
After recess Yell’s amendment was adopted. 
The app iriionme t bill was considered without 
further opposition until the county of Alarm da was 
reached. 
Ihe Alameda delegation (Republican) 
were not allowed to have anything to fay about the 
division of their county. 
Flyun informed the representatives from Ala­ 
meda that the redistricting of their county was made 
in accordance with the vie;vs of Congressman-elect 
Glascock and the Chairman of the Democratic Cen­ 
tral Committee of Alameda county. 
■ Cutter endeavored to have the delegation from 
Alameda county reduced one, in order, he said, to 
give it to tbe county of Sutler. He eaid some of 
his Democratic friends were very solicitous about 
Republican counties ; they should be allowed large 
delegations, while poor and always Democratic 
Yuba cannot have a representative. 
When the county of Los Angeles was under con­ 
sideration Cutter moved that the further considera­ 
tion of the bill be indefinitely postponed.

Cu:tcr arose and said, give it to Napa, a growing 
and. pnsperou* county, 
sacramento is on the 
down grade, and if hydraulic mining continues two 
years more she will be «overed with slickens, and 
be known of in history a3 are Herculaneum and 
Pompeii. 
Terry said Sacramento wa3 a dyed-in-t'ie-woo! Re­ 
publican county and a railroad stronghold. Let us 
take away one of her Senators, and we will find 
some good anti-railroad Democratic county to give 
it to. 
if you c-n’t find a place tcbeatow it, let San 
Joaquin have it. 
Atwell said Sacramento wanted everything within 
its grasp.
